Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Genilemen, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  1969. 

One  notices  that  the  population  seems  to  be  stabilising 
around  the  six-and-a-half  thousand  mark,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  see  that  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  shows  a considerable 
increase  and  therefore  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
has  fallen  quite  considerably  over  the  past  generation. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  I shall  be  presenting  to  the  Council, 
I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  and 
its  predecessors,  and  all  various  officials  of  the  Council  with  whom 
I have  had  so  many  contacts,  for  their  continuous  kindness  and 
support  throughout  the  years  which  I have  held  office. 

I am  glad  to  note  that  a considerable  amount  of  old  sub- 
standard housing  in  Clayton-le-Moors  has  been  cleared  away, 
and  that  still  more  is  to  be  cleared  in  the  immediate  future, 
although  I am  only  too  well  aware  that  there  still  remains  a 
certain  number  of  houses  which  will  require  further  action. 

From  the  County  side  I am  pleased  to  notice  that  the  County 
Council  has  provided  a modern  clinic  in  Clayton-le-Moors,  a day 
nursery,  and  a home  for  old  people,  each  of  these  is  a model  of  its 
kind,  and  quite  close  to  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  District  there 
is  an  excellent  Centre  for  the  Adult  Mentally  Handicapped. 

In  saying  farewell  I wish  to  the  Council  and  to  the  community 
of  Clayton-le-Moors  a bright  future.

The  nearest  station  is  situated  in  the  adjacent  parish  of 
Altham. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

The  clinic  is  situated  in  Church  Street,  Clayton-le-Moors 
Infant  Welfare  — Wednesday  and  Thursday  2— 4pm 

Ante  and  Post  Natal  — Tuesday,  9-30—11-30  a.m. 
Chiropody  — Daily  (by  appointment) 

The  clinic  also  provides  a local  centre  for  the  Home  Help 
Service,  and  the  Home  Nursing  Service, 

A loan  equipment  service  for  wheel  chairs  and  other  nursing 
requisitions  are  also  provided. 


DAY  NURSERY 

This  is  situated  in  Atlas  Street  and  is  equipped  to  cater 
for  50  childr-en.  A charge  is  made  according  to  the  financial 
circumstances  of  the  parents,  the  maximum  being  11/-  per  day. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  routine  medical  examination  of  school  children  v/as 
carried  out  as  usual. 

School  Clinic  is  situated  at  Rishton  and  provides  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic  and 
dental  clinics.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  Calder  Water  Board  are  the  Statutory  Undertaking 
responsible  for  this  service.  The  Board  make  frequent  routine 
bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  the  water  supplied. 
The  water  is  a good  quality  upland  surface  water.  The  amount  of 
fluoride  present  is  negligible.  The  quantity  of  water  available 
at  source  is  sufficient  for  the  foreseeable  needs  of  the  area. 


Drainage  and  Sewage 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le- 
Moors  and  Great  Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board.  The  system  of 
disposal  consists  of  sedimentation  and  filtration  with  an  outfall 
to  the  River  Calder. 

The  sewerage  system  extends  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
district,  with  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  farms  and  twelve 
houses  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  district. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  holiday 
periods. 

All  the  refuse  is  collected  by  a Shelvoke  andDrewry  14/16 
cubic  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  manned  by  a driver  and  five 
refuse  collectors.  Special  collections  of  household  furniture  and 
effects  are  undertaken  on  Saturday  morning. 


Salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  the  domestic  refuse 
and  during  the  year  the  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and  sold 
was  26  tons  17  cwts  1 qr.  and  this  realised  £224  2s.  5d.

The  Council  have  a contract  with  a major  servicing  com- 
pany. The  department  does  not  employ  any  rodent  operatives.
